"Iris lawfull, when a mancannot otherwiſe ſolve 
an ObjeRion, topaſle by both the Premiſſes of an 
Argument, propounded in due forme; and to deny 
the Concluſion, for example: 

No Law which is mutable in reſpeR of the 
proper materiall ObjeR, is a Law of Nature. 

But the fourth Commandement of the Deca- 
logue, was murable in reſpe&of the proper ma- 
reriall ObjeR. 

Ergo the Law of the fourth Commandement 
was not a Precept of the Law of Nature. 

Againe, no morall aRion is unlawfull, ualeſſe 
it be prohibited by ſome Divine Law, expreſſe, 
or virtuall, or by ſome humane or EccleſiaFicall 
Law. 

But bodily exerciſe or Recreation, not bei 
vicious in quality or circumſtance, (if itbee uſe 
upon ſome part of the Holy day) is prohibited 
by no Divine Law exprefſle, or virtuall ; nor by 
any humane, or Ecclefiaſticall Law. 

Ergo, ſome bodily exerciſe or Recreation, not 
being vicious 1n quality or circumſtance, may be 
permitted and uſed upon ſome part of the Holy 
day. 1

any ſuch Arguments, will not be ſo fimple as to 
trouble himſclte about the Premilſles (as the Sub-
